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Tongsun Park . When Cy met this morning with 
the Korean Foreign Minister, they agreed that the 
Koreans would soon receive Justice Department offi¬ 
cials -o discuss'with Korean Justice officials the 
terms and conditions under which we could interrogate 
Tongsun Park. This is a limited but significant step 
forward. The Koreans-wanted us to agree to drop both 
the indictment and our request that Park return to 
the U.S., but Cy made clear that this was not possible. 
The Korean Foreign' Minister was also told that vze 
vzould be submitting the compensatory package to Con¬ 
gress at the appropriate time, after close consultations 
with the leadership. We expect Justice and the Koreans 
will separately announce the trip to Seoul tomorrow.
